J.  Cobb  is  cast  as  Barak  Ben  Canaan,  the 
father  of  Ari  and  a leading  Israeli  states- 
man. Peter  Lawford  drew  the  assignment 
of  Major  Caldwell,  the  arrogant  anti-Jew- 
ish  British  aide-de-camp  to  General  Suth- 
erland. Teen-age  idol  Sal  Mineo,  in  his 
most  challenging  assignment  to  date, 
creates  the  part  of  Dov  Landau,  the  bit- 
ter, cynical  product  of  the  Warsaw  ghetto 
and  the  Nazi  concentration  camp,  whose 
hate  is  softened  by  the  love  of  a young 
girl. 

Beginning  with  a first-rate  script  by 
Dalton  Trumbo,  the  whole  flavor  of  the 
film  is  one  of  absolute  authenticity.  The 
ship,  “Exodus”  (there  really  was  such 
a vessel,  which  brought  Jewish  refugees 
from  Cyprus  to  what  was  then  called  the 
Palestine  mandate),  was  “cast”  by  Prem- 
inger with  the  1700-ton  Greek  coastal 
freighter,  “Olga.”  The  vessel  appears  in 
scenes  in  the  Nicosia  harbor  of  Fama- 
gusta in  Cyprus. 

The  famed  Acre  prison  break  of  1947, 


in  which  the  Irgun  (the  Jewish  action 
party)  blasted  the  walls  of  the  ancient 
fortress  and  freed  120  Jewish  and  some 
13 1 Arab  prisoners  from  British  captiv- 
ity, was  re-enacted  in  all  its  fascinating 
detail  under  the  technical  supervision  of 
Major  General  Francis  D.  Rome  (Re- 
tired) who  was  in  charge  of  security  at 
the  prison  at  the  time  of  the  mass  escape. 

In  one  instance,  the  script  called  for 
20,000  persons  to  crowd  the  Russian  Com- 
pound Square  in  Jerusalem  to  hear  Lee 
J.  Cobb  announce  the  U.  N.  vote  for  part- 
ition and  the  establishment  of  the  inde- 
pendent State  of  Israel.  Preminger  ar- 
ranged a lottery,  designed  to  attract  he 
necessary  crowd.  When  the  filming  of 
the  scene  began,  a police  force  of  500  had 
to  be  reinforced  to  hold  a crowd  estimated 
at  between  50,000  and  60,000  in  check. 
Throngs  stormed  the  police  barriers  and 
floated  the  square  and  eye  witnesses  re- 
ported that  the  atmosphere  and  tension 
completely  paralleled  the  original  historic 
moment.

to  producer-director  Otto  Preminger  by 
the  Israeli  Government. 

The  freighter,  converted  into  the  kind 
of  dirty,  crowded  tramp  steamer  that 
used  to  carry  Jewish  refugees  from  Eu- 
rope to  Palestine,  actually  was  the  1,700- 
ton  Greek  ship,  the  Olga. 

The  smallest  naval  prop  was  the  yacht 
from  which  Paul  Newman  as  Ari  Ben 
Canaan  jumped  into  the  sea  to  arrive — 
secretly — for  his  Cyprus  mission.  The 
scene  was  shot  at  night.  Bright  fingers 
of  light  picked  out  the  little  boat  off  the 
coast,  turning  the  water  into  a deep-green 
and  highlighting  patches  of  fog  drifting 

by- 

In  Haifa  there  were  emotional  mo- 
ments as  the  Exodus,  listing,  and  her 


decks  jammed  with  refugees,  slowly  ap- 
proached the  sparkling  city  on  Mt.  Car- 
mel. Tears  came  to  the  eyes  of  many  ex- 
tras on  board  who  remembered  their  own 
arrival  in  the  harbor  little  more  than  a 
decade  ago. 

Aboard  the  Olga,  conditions  that  pre- 
vailed on  refugee  ships  were  recreated 
with  great  authenticity  down  to  the  has- 
tily-built latrines  and  stall  showers.  The 
refugees,  a mixed  group  of  Israelis  and 
Cypriots,  sat  on  deck  amidst  their  meag- 
er belongings  and  the  air  was  filled  with 
the  sounds  of  the  restless  crowd.  It  was 
at  Famagusta  that  thousands  of  Jews, 
caught  on  the  high  seas  in  their  attempt 
«to  crash  the  blockade  of  Palestine,  were 
landed  and  interned  in  one  of  two  huge 
detention  camps.
